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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The Applicant first argues that neither reference teaches positioning the apparatus on a drilling tower. While this is true for Kelly, it is not 
true for McArthur because the apparatus 28 in Figure 1 is clearly positioned on the cross beam 26 of the tower 12. The Applicant's next 
set of arguments appears to suggest that the Examiner's combination involves replacing McArthur's entire apparatus with the apparatus of 
Kelly. However, the Examiner's intention is to only replace the jaws 168 and 170 of McArthur with the tongs 26 and 30 of Kelly, thereby 
arriving at an obvious combination that maintains the stabbing capabilities of McArthur while adding the capability of making and/or 
breaking joints with the same apparatus, wherein the amount of equipment and operators is reduced. It is then argued that the references 
do not teach a mounting assembly with a bearer for attachment to the tower. Again, the Applicant is respectfully directed to the drawings 
of McArthur wherein Figures 1-3 and 9 show the mounting assembly 30 that includes a bearer 32 for attachment to the beam 26. 
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
